GENERAL  PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 

All  stock  should  be  planted  upon  arrival. 
If  this  is  not  possible,  then  open  the  bundle 
and  ^^Heel-in'^  the  stock  by  digging  a  trench 
in  a  shady,  cool  place  and  burying  the  roots 
carefully.  Never  allow  the  roots  to  be  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  sun  or  wind. 

Holes  should  be  sufficiently  large  to  take 
the  roots  without  crowding.  Stock  should 
be  planted  about  an  inch  deeper  than  it  was 
in  the  nursery.  Pack  the  dirt  down  firmly 
so  that  no  air  pockets  are  left.
